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AN  OVERSTRUCK  SEVENTEENTH  CENTURY  TOKEN 

OF  ABERGELE  (DENBS.)

A  few  years  ago,  Dr.  D.  W.  Dykes  and  Mr.  K.  A.  Jacob  published  a  note1  on 
the  Cowbridge  (Glam.)  and  Cambridge  halfpenny  tokens  bearing  the  name  of  Will. 
Bassett,  Mercer,  1669.  The  obverse  die  used  was  the  same,  as  was  the  wife’s  initial. 
The  authors  observed  that  the  Cowbridge  tokens  were  fairly  common,  but  the  Cam¬ 
bridge  token,  unique;  and  that  the  name  Bassett  was  well-known  in  the  Vale  of 
Glamorgan,  being  recorded,  about  the  relevant  time,  in  Cowbridge  itself,  whereas  in 
Cambridge  only  one  doubtful  instance  could  be  found.  They  were  led  to  conclude

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that  the  ‘Cambridge’  token  arose  from  a  die-sinker’s  mistake,  and  suggested  that  the 
evidence  could  be  taken  as  indicative  of  the  central  striking  of  tokens  and  not  merely 
of  the  central  manufacture  of  dies2’3. 

There  can  be  very  little  objection  to  this  theory,  unless  one  were  to  suppose  that 
the  ‘Cambridge’  token  is  a  discarded  proof — presumably  all  dies  were  tested,  and  the 
mistake  in  this  case  fortunately  discovered  before  they  were  dispatched  to  south 
Wales — but  the  present  note  provides  an  interesting  testimony  to  the  local  manufac¬ 
ture  of  tokens.  It  concerns  a  typical  north  Wales  brass  penny,  at  19  mm.  and  2.28  g. 
[worn]  rather  less  than  the  usual  size  for  halfpence  elsewhere.  It  is  not  a  rarity:  there 
are  three  in  the  National  Museum  of  Wales.  Its  interest  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  is  over¬ 
struck  on  another  issue.

The  undertype  is  of  Corwen  (Co.  Merioneth,  about  50  km.  from  Abergele  by  road) ; 
it  is  a  rarer  token,  only  one  poor  example  being  in  the  National  Museum.

Since  the  dies  of  the  undertype  were  cut  later  than  the  dies  of  the  overtype,  any  sort 
of  confusion  at  a  central  manufacturing-place  can  be  dismissed.  It  would  seem  that 
Humphreys  obtained  his  dies  a  year  before  Wynne,  and  continued  to  strike  tokens 
from  them  in  or  after  1669. 

Perhaps  this  note  may  end  with  a  request.  The  writer  is  preparing  a  corpus  of 
17th  century  tokens  issued  in  Wales  (including  Monmouthshire),  and  would  be 
extremely  grateful  to  any  readers,  who  have  specimens,  for  a  note  of  them.  He  already 
knows  of  32  which  are  not  listed  in  Boyne- Williamson,  and  there  may  doubtless  be 
others.  He  wrould  particularly  welcome  photographs  or  rubbings  (on  cigarette-paper 
for  the  best  results)  of  any  unlisted  varieties,  or  unrecorded  types.  The  source  of  any 
such  material  will,  of  course,  be  acknowledged  properly  in  his  publication.  Any  details, 
please,  to  the  National  Museum  of  Wales,  Cardiff,  CF1-3NP.

2  London  or  ‘central’  manufacture  was  of  course  discussed  by  J.  G.  Milne  in  his  Cat.  of  Oxford¬ 
shire  Seventeenth  Cetitury  Tokens  (Ashmolean  Museum,  1935).  In  going  through  the  Welsh 
tokens  in  the  National  Museum,  the  writer  has  noted  31  in  which  a  particular  damaged  6-point 
rosette  has  been  used  as  a  punctuation-mark,  including  the  Cowbridge  halfpenny  mentioned 
in  the  text.  The  same  stop  occurs  fairly  widely  in  England,  e.g.  at  Ashburton,  Stafford, 
Bridlington,  besides  London.

FRANCIS  RAWDON  CHESNEY 

“FATHER  OF  THE  SUEZ  CANAL” 

1789-1872 

Francis  Rawdon  Chesney,  born  1789,  was  the  son  of  Captain  Alexander  Chesney,  an 
Ulsterman  of  Scottish  descent  who  had  emigrated  to  America.  He  had  served  under  Lord 
Rawdon  in  the  War  of  Independence  and  named  his  son  after  him. 

At  the  age  of  nine  Francis  was  commissioned  as  a  Sub-Lieutenant  in  the  Mourne  Infantry 
which  had  been  raised  by  his  father  on  his  return  to  Ireland  for  defence  against  the  United 
Irishmen.  Lord  Rawdon  presented  him  with  a  cadetship  at  Woolwich  and  he  was  gazetted  to 
the  Royal  Artillery  in  1805.  He  never  saw  active  service  though  he  tried  to  volunteer  for  a 
number  of  military  expeditions.  In  1829  he  went  out  to  Constantinople  and  then  made  a  tour 
of  inspection  of  Egypt  and  Syria.  It  was  during  his  travels  in  Egypt  in  1830  that  he  surveyed 
the  Isthmus  of  Suez  and  determined  that  a  canal  was  a  practicability.  The  following  year  he 
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explored  the  Euphrates  valley  with  an  expedition  to  see  if  the  river  was  navigable  for  a  route  to 
India,  and  made  a  further  expedition  for  the  same  purpose  in  1835.  He  also  travelled  in  Persia 
and  Turkey.  He  was  sent  to  command  the  Artillery  in  Hong  Kong  in  1843-47  and  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Major-General  in  1855.  In  1856  he  made  a  further  visit  to  Syria  to  examine  the 
feasibility  of  a  railway  from  Antioch  to  the  Euphrates  but  the  scheme  was  not  proceeded  with 
owing  to  the  opposition  of  Louis  Napoleon. 

He  was  gazetted  Colonel  commandant  of  the  14th  Brigade  Royal  Artillery  in  1864  and  was 
made  Lieut.  General  the  same  year.  He  became  General  in  1868  and  the  next  year  visited  Paris 
to  see  De  Lesseps  who  publicly  acknowledged  him  to  be  “Father  of  the  Suez  Canal”.  He 
completed  his  service  as  Colonel  commandant  of  the  Cork  Division  and  retired  to  Mourne, 
Co.  Down.  In  1871  a  parliamentary  committee  was  set  up  to  examine  the  Euphrates  railway 
scheme  and  he  gave  evidence  before  it  only  a  few  months  before  his  death  in  1872.  He  was 
married  three  times  and  had  four  sons  and  two  daughters. 

Francis  Chesney  never  accepted  any  rewards  or  honours  from  governments  as  he  main¬ 
tained  that  he  was  only  performing  his  duty  which  required  no  reward.  He  did,  however,  accept 
the  Gold  Medal  of  the  Royal  Geographical  Society  awarded  in  1837.

LEGISLATION  AGAINST  COUNTERFEITS. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  have  been  a  number  of  prosecutions  for  forgery 
over  the  last  couple  of  years,  including  counterfeiting  antique  non-current  coins, 
and  of  offering  false  coins  for  sale,  knowing  them  to  be  false,  we  think  some  of  our 
readers  may  be  interested  in  having  the  Coinage  Offences  Act,  1936,  reproduced  in 
full  together  with  a  relevant  section  of  the  Coinage  Act,  1946.  Many  people  may  be 
under  the  impression  that  legislation  against  forgery  does  not  apply  to  coins  that  are 
no  longer  legal  tender  or  to  coins  of  foreign  countries,  but  Section  17(b)  specifically 
brings  such  coins  within  the  scope  of  the  Act. 

Coinage  Offences  Act,  1936 

[26  Geo.  5  &  1  Edw.  8.  Ch.  16] 

An  Act  to  consolidate  the  provisions  of  the  Coinage  Offences  Acts, 
1861  and  1935,  and  of  the  Counterfeit  Medal  Act,  1883. 

[21st  May  1936.] 

DE  it  enacted  by  the  King’s  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
^  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and 
Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  as  follows : — 

Counter-  1. — (1)  Every  person  who  falsely  makes  or  counterfeits  any  coin 

feitmg.  resembling  any  current  coin  shall  be  guilty  of  felony  and  on  conviction 

thereof  liable — 

(a)  in  a  case  where  the  coin  resembles  a  current  gold  or  silver 
coin,  to  penal  servitude  for  life  or  for  any  term  not  less  than 
three  years;  and 

(b)  in  a  case  where  the  coin  resembles  a  current  copper  coin,  to 
penal  servitude  for  a  term  not  exceeding  seven  years  or  less 
than  three  years. 

(2)  The  offence  of  falsely  making  or  counterfeiting  a  coin  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  complete  although  the  coin  made  or  counterfeited  is  not 
in  a  fit  state  to  be  uttered  or  the  making  or  counterfeiting  thereof  has 
not  been  finished  or  perfected. 
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2.  Every  person  who — 

(a)  gilds  or  silvers,  or,  with  any  wash  or  materials  capable  of 
producing  the  colour  or  appearance  of  gold  or  silver  or  by 
any  means  whatsoever,  washes,  cases  over  or  colours — 

(i)  any  coin  whatsoever  resembling  any  current  gold  or 
silver  coin;  or 

(ii)  any  current  copper  coin,  with  intent  to  make  it 
resemble  or  pass  for  any  current  gold  or  silver  coin ;  or 

(iii)  any  piece  of  silver  or  copper  or  of  coarse  gold  or 
coarse  silver  or  of  any  metal  or  mixture  of  metals,  being  of  a 
fit  size  and  figure  to  be  coined,  with  intent  that  it  shall  be 
coined  into  false  and  counterfeit  coin  resembling  any  current 
gold  or  silver  coin;  or 

(b)  gilds,  ory  with  any  wash  or  materials  capable  of  producing  the 
colour  or  appearance  of  gold  or  by  any  means  whatsoever, 
washes,  cases  over  or  colours,  any  current  silver  coin  with 
intent  to  make  it  resemble  or  pass  for  any  current  gold  coin ;  or 

(c)  files  or  in  any  manner  alters — 

(i)  any  current  silver  coin  with  intent  to  make  it  resemble 
or  pass  for  any  current  gold  coin;  or 

(ii)  any  current  copper  coin  with  intent  to  make  it 
resemble  or  pass  for  any  current  gold  or  silver  coin; 

shall  be  guilty  of  felony  and  on  conviction  thereof  liable  to  penal 
servitude  for  life  or  for  any  term  not  less  than  three  years. 

3.  — (1)  Every  person  who  impairs,  diminishes  or  lightens  any 
current  gold  or  silver  coin  with  intent  that  the  coin  so  impaired, 
diminished  or  lightened  may  pass  for  a  current  gold  or  silver  coin 
shall  be  guilty  of  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof  liable  to  penal 
servitude  for  a  term  not  exceeding  fourteen  years  or  less  than  three 
years. 

(2)  Every  person  who  unlawfully  has  in  his  possession  any  filing 
or  clipping,  or  any  gold  or  silver  bullion  or  any  gold  or  silver  in  dust, 
solution  or  otherwise,  which  has  been  produced  or  obtained  by  impair¬ 
ing,  diminishing  or  lightening  any  current  gold  or  silver  coin,  knowing 
that  it  has  been  so  produced  or  obtained,  shall  be  guilty  of  felony  and 
on  conviction  thereof  liable  to  penal  servitude  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
seven  years  or  less  than  three  years. 

4.  — (1)  Every  person  who  defaces  any  current  coin  by  stamping 
thereon  any  names  or  words,  whether  the  coin  is  or  is  not  thereby 
diminished  or  lightened,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  liable  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
one  year. 

(2)  A  tender  of  payment  in  money  made  in  any  coin  which  has 
been  defaced  as  aforesaid  shall  not  be  legal  tender. 

(3)  Every  person  who  tenders,  utters  or  puts  off  any  coin  which 
has  been  defaced  as  aforesaid  shall,  on  summary  conviction,  be  liable 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  forty  shillings : 

Provided  that  no  proceedings  shall  be  instituted  under  this  sub¬ 
section,  in  England,  without  the  consent  of  the  Attorney-General,  or, 
in  Northern  Ireland,  without  the  consent  of  the  Attorney-General  for 
Northern  Ireland.

5. — (1)  Every  person  who  tenders,  utters  or  puts  off  any  false  or 
counterfeit  coin  resembling  any  current  coin  knowing  it  to  be  false  or 
counterfeit,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  and  on  conviction  thereof 
liable  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year. 

(2)  Every  person  who  tenders,  utters  or  puts  off  any  false  or 
counterfeit  coin  resembling  any  current  gold  or  silver  coin,  knowing  it 
to  be  false  or  counterfeit,  and — 

(a)  at  the  time  of  the  tendering,  uttering  or  putting  off  has  in  his 
possession,  besides  that  coin,  any  other  such  false  or  counterfeit 
coin ;  or 

(b)  on  the  day  of  the  tendering,  uttering  or  putting  off,  or  within 
the  period  of  ten  days  next  following,  tenders,  utters  or  puts 
off  any  other  such  false  or  counterfeit  coin,  knowing  it  to  be 
false  or  counterfeit; 

shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  and  on  conviction  thereof  liable  to 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years. 

(3)  Every  person  who  has  in  his  possession  three  or  more  false  or 
counterfeit  coins  resembling  any  current  gold  or  silver  coin,  knowing 
them  to  be  false  or  counterfeit  and  with  intent  to  utter  or  put  off  the 
said  coins  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  and  on 
conviction  thereof  liable  to  penal  servitude  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
five  years  or  less  than  three  years. 

(4)  Every  person  who  has  in  his  possession  three  or  more  false  or 
counterfeit  coins  resembling  any  current  copper  coin,  knowing  them 
to  be  false  or  counterfeit,  and  with  intent  to  utter  or  put  off  the  said 
coins  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  and  on  con¬ 
viction  thereof  liable  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one 
year. 

(5)  Every  person  who  commits — 

(а)  any  misdemeanour  under  subsection  (1)  of  this  section  in 
respect  of  a  coin  resembling  a  current  gold  or  silver  coin;  or 

(6)  any  misdemeanour  under  subsection  (2)  or  subsection  (3)  of 
this  section; 

having  been  previously  convicted  of  any  such  misdemeanour  or  of 
any  misdemeanour  under  sections  nine,  ten  or  eleven  of  the  Coinage 
Offences  Act,  1861,  or  of  any  felony  under  this  Act  or  that  Act,  shall 
be  guilty  of  felony  and  on  conviction  thereof  liable  to  penal  servitude 
for  life  or  for  any  term  not  less  than  three  years. 

(б)  Every  person  who,  with  intent  to  defraud,  tenders,  utters  or 
puts  off  as  or  for  any  current  gold  or  silver  coin — 

( a )  any  coin  not  being  that  current  coin  and  being  of  less  value 
than  that  current  coin;  or 

(b)  any  medal  or  piece  of  metal  or  mixed  metals  resembling  in 
size,  figure  and  colour  that  current  coin  and  being  of  less 
value  than  that  current  coin ; 
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shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  and  on  conviction  thereof  liable  to 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year. 

(7)  The  offence  of  tendering,  uttering  or  putting  off  a  false  or 
counterfeit  coin  shall  be  deemed  to  be  complete  although  the  coin  is 
not  in  a  fit  state  to  be  uttered  or  the  counterfeiting  thereof  has  not  been 
finished  or  perfected. 

6.  — (1)  Every  person  who,  without  lawful  authority  or  excuse  (the 
proof  whereof  shall  lie  on  the  person  accused),  buys,  sells,  receives,  pays 
or  puts  off,  or  offers  to  buy,  sell,  receive,  pay  or  put  off,  any  false  or 
counterfeit  coin  resembling  any  current  coin  at  or  for  a  lower  rate  or 
value  than  the  false  or  counterfeit  coin  imports,  or  apparently  is  in¬ 
tended  to  import,  shall  be  guilty  of  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
liable — 

(a)  in  a  case  where  the  coin  resembles  a  current  gold  or  silver  coin, 
to  penal  servitude  for  life  or  for  any  term  not  less  than  three 
years,  and 

(b)  in  a  case  where  the  coin  resembles  a  current  copper  coin,  to 
penal  servitude  for  a  term  not  exceeding  seven  years  or  less 
than  three  years. 

(2)  In  any  indictment  for  any  felony  under  this  section  in  respect 
of  a  coin  resembling  a  current  gold  or  silver  coin,  it  shall  be  sufficient 
to  allege  that  the  person  accused  bought,  sold,  received,  paid  or  put 
off  the  coin,  or  offered  to  buy,  sell,  receive,  pay  or  put  off  the  coin,  at 
or  for  a  lower  rate  of  value  than  it  imports  or  was  apparently  intended 
to  import,  without  alleging  at  or  for  what  rate,  price  or  value  it  was 
bought,  sold,  received,  paid  or  put  off,  or  offered  to  be  bought,  sold, 
received,  paid  or  put  off. 

(3)  An  offence  under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  complete 
although  the  coin  bought,  sold,  received,  paid  or  put  off,  or  offered  to 
be  bought,  sold,  received,  paid  or  put  off  is  not  in  a  fit  state  to  be  uttered, 
or  the  counterfeiting  thereof  has  not  been  finished  or  perfected. 

7.  — (1)  Every  person  who,  without  lawful  authority  or  excuse  (the 
proof  whereof  shall  lie  on  the  person  accused) — 

(a)  imports  or  receives  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  beyond  the 
seas  any  false  or  counterfeit  coin,  resembling  any  current  gold 
or  silver  coin,  knowing  it  to  be  false  or  counterfeit;  or 

(, b )  exports  from  the  United  Kingdom,  or  puts  on  board  any  ship, 
vessel  or  boat  for  the  purpose  of  being  so  exported,  any  false 
or  counterfeit  coin  resembling  any  current  coin,  knowing  it  to 
be  false  or  counterfeit; 

shall  be  guilty,  in  the  case  of  importing  or  receiving,  of  felony  and,  in 
the  case  of  exporting  or  putting  on  board,  of  a  misdemeanour,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  liable  to  penal  servitude  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
fourteen  years  or  less  than  three  years. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  the  provisions  relating  to 
the  importation  of  coin  and  imitation  coin  contained  in  section  forty- 
two  of  the  Customs  Consolidation  Act,  1876,  and  section  two  of  the 
Revenue  Act,  1889,  as  amended  by  any  subsequent  enactment. 
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8.  Every  person  who,  without  lawful  authority  or  excuse  (the 
proof  whereof  shall  lie  on  the  person  accused),  makes,  sells,  offers  for 
sale  or  has  in  his  possession  for  sale,  any  medal,  cast,  coin,  or  other  like 
thing  made  wholly  or  partially  of  metal  or  any  mixture  of  metals,  and 
either — 

(a)  resembling  in  size,  figure  and  colour  any  current  gold  or  silver 
coin ;  or 

(b)  having  thereon  a  device  resembling  a  device  on  any  such 
current  coin;  or 

(c)  being  so  formed  that  it  can,  by  gilding,  silvering,  colouring, 
washing  or  other  like  process  be  so  dealt  with  as  to  resemble 
any  such  current  coin ; 

shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  and  on  conviction  thereof  liable  to 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year. 

9.  — (1)  Every  person  who,  without  lawful  authority  or  excuse  (the 
proof  whereof  shall  lie  on  the  person  accused),  knowingly  makes  or 
mends,  or  begins  or  proceeds  to  make  or  mend,  or  buys  or  sells,  or  has 
in  his  possession,  any  puncheon,  counter-puncheon,  matrix,  stamp, 
die,  pattern  or  mould  in  or  upon  which  there  is  made  or  impressed,  or 
which  will  make  or  impress,  or  which  is  adapted  and  intended  to  make 
or  impress,  the  figure,  stamp  or  apparent  resemblance  of  both  or  either 
of  the  sides  of  any  current  gold  or  silver  coin,  or  any  part  of  both  or 
either  of  those  sides,  shall  be  guilty  of  felony  and  on  conviction  thereof 
liable  to  penal  servitude  for  life  or  for  any  term  not  less  than  three 
years. 

(2)  Every  person  who,  without  lawful  authority  or  excuse  (the 
proof  whereof  shali  lie  on  the  person  accused),  makes  or  mends,  or 
begins  or  proceeds  to  make  or  mend,  or  buys  or  sells,  or  has  in  his 
possession — 

(a)  any  edger,  edging  or  other  tool,  collar,  instrument  or  engine 
adapted  and  intended  for  the  marking  of  coin  round  the  edges 
with  letters,  grainings  or  other  marks  or  figures  apparently 
resembling  those  on  the  edges  of  any  current  gold  or  silver 
coin,  knowing  it  to  be  so  adapted  and  intended  as  aforesaid ;  or 

(b)  any  press  for  coinage,  or  any  cutting  engine  for  cutting  by 
force  of  a  screw  or  of  any  other  contrivance  round  blanks  out 
of  gold,  silver  or  other  metal  or  mixture  of  metals,  or  any 
other  machine,  knowing  the  press  to  be  a  press  for  coinage  or 
knowing  the  engine  or  machine  to  have  been  used  or  to  be 
intended  to  be  used  for  the  false  making  or  counterfeiting  of 
any  current  gold  or  silver  coin ; 

shall  be  guilty  of  felony  and  on  conviction  thereof  liable  to  penal 
servitude  for  life  or  for  any  term  not  less  than  three  years. 

(3)  Every  person  who,  without  lawful  authority  or  excuse  (the 
proof  whereof  shall  lie  on  the  person  accused),  knowingly  makes  or 
mends,  or  begins  or  proceeds  to  make  or  mend,  or  buys  or  sells,  or  has 
in  his  possession,  any  instrument,  tool  or  engine  adapted  and  intended 
for  the  counterfeiting  of  any  current  copper  coin,  shall  be  guilty  of 
felony  and  on  conviction  thereof  liable  to  penal  servitude  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  seven  years  or  less  than  three  years. 
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10.  — (1)  Every  person  who,  without  lawful  authority  or  excuse  (the 
proof  whereof  shall  lie  on  the  person  accused),  knowingly  conveys  out 
of  any  of  His  Majesty’s  Mints — 

( a )  any  coining  implement  or  any  useful  part  thereof;  or 

(b)  any  coin,  bullion,  metal  or  mixture  of  metals; 

shall  be  guilty  of  felony  and  on  conviction  thereof  liable  to  penal 
servitude  for  life  or  for  any  term  not  less  than  three  years. 

(2)  In  this  section  the  expression  “any  coining  implement”  means 
any  puncheon,  counter-puncheon,  matrix,  stamp,  die,  pattern,  mould, 
edger,  edging  or  other  tool,  collar,  instrument,  press  or  engine  used  or 
employed  in  or  about  the  coining  of  coin. 

11.  — (1)  Any  person  found  committing  an  offence  against  this  Act, 
other  than  an  offence  against  section  eight  thereof,  may  be  immediately 
apprehended  without  a  warrant  by  any  person  and  forthwith  taken  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

(2)  If  any  person  finds  in  any  place  whatsoever,  or  in  the  possession 
of  any  person  without  lawful  authority  or  excuse — 

(a)  any  false  or  counterfeit  coin  resembling  any  current  coin  (in 
this  section  referred  to  as  a  “counterfeit  coin”);  or 

(b)  any  instrument,  tool  or  engine  whatsoever  adapted  and  intended 
for  the  counterfeiting  of  any  such  coin  (in  this  section  referred 
to  as  a  “counterfeiting  instrument”);  or 

(c)  any  filings  or  clippings,  or  any  gold  or  silver  bullion,  or  any 
gold  or  silver  in  dust  solution  or  otherwise,  which  have  been 
produced  or  obtained  by  diminishing  or  lightening  any  current 
gold  or  silver  coin  (in  this  section  referred  to  as  “counterfeiting 
material”); 

he  shall  seize  the  counterfeit  coin  or  counterfeiting  instrument  or 
material  and  carry  it  forthwith  before  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

(3)  Where  it  is  made  to  appear  by  information  on  oath  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  that  there  is  reasonable  cause  to  suspect  that  any 
person  has  been  concerned  in  counterfeiting  any  current  coin,  or  has  in 
his  possession  any  counterfeit  coin  or  any  counterfeiting  instrument  or 
any  other  machine  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  making  or  counter¬ 
feiting  any  current  coin  (in  this  section  referred  to  as  a  “counterfeiting 
machine”)  or  any  counterfeiting  material,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  by  warrant  under  his  hand — 

(a)  to  cause  any  place  whatsoever  belonging  to  or  in  the  occupation 
or  under  the  control  of  that  person  to  be  searched,  either  in 
the  day  or  in  the  night ;  and 

(, b )  to  cause  to  be  seized  and  carried  forthwith  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace  any  counterfeit  coin  or  counterfeiting  instrument, 
machine  or  material  found  in  any  place  so  searched. 

(4)  Where  any  counterfeit  coin  or  counterfeiting  instrument, 
machine  or  material  is  seized  and  carried  before  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
he  shall,  if  necessary,  cause  it  to  be  secured  for  the  purpose  of  being 
produced  in  evidence  in  a  prosecution  for  an  offence  against  this  Act. 

(5)  Any  counterfeit  coin  or  counterfeiting  instrument,  machine  or 
material  seized  under  this  section  shall,  if  it  is  not  required  to  be 
produced  in  evidence  or,  if  it  is  so  required,  after  it  has  been  so  pro-

duced,  be  delivered  up  forthwith  to  the  officers  of  His  Majesty’s  Mint 
or  the  Solicitor  to  the  Treasury,  or  to  any  person  authorised  by  them 
to  receive  it. 

12.  — (1)  On  conviction  of  a  felony  punishable  under  this  Act  the 
court,  in  addition  to  imposing  a  sentence  of  penal  servitude  or  imprison¬ 
ment,  may  require  the  offender  to  enter  into  his  own  recognizances, 
with  or  without  sureties,  for  keeping  the  peace  and  being  of  good 
behaviour. 

(2)  On  conviction  of  a  misdemeanour  punishable  under  this  Act, 
the  court  instead  of,  or  in  addition  to,  any  other  punishment  which 
may  be  lawfully  imposed — 

(a)  may  fine  the  offender;  and

13.  Where  a  person  is  charged  with  an  offence  against  this  Act, 
the  fact  that  a  coin  produced  in  evidence  against  him  is  false  or  counter¬ 
feit  may  be  proved  by  the  evidence  of  any  credible  witness,  and  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  to  prove  that  fact  by  the  evidence  of  an  officer  of  His 
Majesty’s  Mint. 

14.  — (1)  If  any  person  suspects  any  coin  tendered  to  him  as  current 
gold  or  silver  coin  to  have  been  diminished  otherwise  than  by  reasonable 
wearing,  or  to  be  counterfeit,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to  break  the  coin. 

(2)  If  any  coin  when  so  broken  appears  to  have  been  diminished 
otherwise  than  as  aforesaid,  or  to  be  counterfeit,  the  person  tendering 
it  shall  bear  the  loss  thereof,  but  if  it  is  of  due  weight  and  appears  to  be 
lawful  coin,  the  person  breaking  it  shall  receive  it  at  the  rate  it  was 
coined  for. 

(3)  If  any  dispute  arises  whether  any  coin  so  broken  has  been 
diminished  otherwise  than  as  aforesaid,  or  is  counterfeit,  it  shall  be 
heard  and  finally  determined  in  a  summary  manner  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace. 

(4)  In  this  section  references  to  breaking  shall  include  references 
to  cutting,  bending  and  defacing. 

15.  — (1)  The  following  provisions  of  this  section  shall  have  effect 
in  Scotland. 

(2)  All  proceedings  by  this  Act  made  competent  before,  and  all 
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powers  conferred  by  this  Act  upon,  any  justice  or  justices  shall  be 
competent  before  and  may  be  exercised  by  any  sherilf,  magistrate  or 
justice  of  the  peace. 

(3)  Where  two  or  more  persons,  acting  in  concert  in  different 
counties  or  jurisdictions,  commit  any  offence  against  this  Act  (other 
than  an  offence  against  section  eight  thereof),  they  may  be  dealt  with, 
indicted,  tried  and  punished,  and  the  offence  may  be  laid  and  charged 
to  have  been  committed,  in  any  one  of  those  counties  or  jurisdicdons, 
in  the  same  manner  in  all  respects  as  if  the  offence  had  been  actually 
and  wholly  committed  within  that  county  or  jusridiction. 

(4)  Where  any  offence  against  this  Act  (other  than  an  offence 
against  section  eight  thereof)  is  committed  at  sea  and  the  vessel  in 
which  it  has  been  committed  is  registered  in  Scotland,  or  touches  at 
any  part  thereof,  the  Courts  of  Criminal  Law  of  Scotland  may  inquire 
into,  try  and  determine  the  offence  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had 
been  committed  in  Scotland: 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  alter  or  affect  any  of 
the  laws  relating  to  the  government  of  His  Majesty’s  land  or  naval 
forces. 

16. — (1)  The  following  provisions  of  this  section  shall  have  effect 
in  Northern  Ireland. 

(2)  No  warrant  of  commitment  for  an  offence  against  this  Act 
(other  than  an  offence  against  section  eight  thereof)  shall  be  held  void 
by  reason  of  any  defect  therein,  if  it  is  alleged  therein  that  the  person  to 
whom  it  relates  has  been  convicted  and  there  is  a  valid  conviction  to 
sustain  it. 

(3)  In  any  case  where — 

(a)  a  person  tenders,  utters  or  puts  off  any  false  or  counterfeit 
coin  in  one  county  or  jurisdiction  and  also  tenders,  utters  or 
puts  off  any  other  false  or  counterfeit  coin  in  any  other  county 
or  jurisdiction,  either  on  the  day  of  the  first-mentioned  tender¬ 
ing,  uttering  or  putting  off  or  within  the  period  of  ten  days 
next  following;  or 

(b)  two  or  more  persons,  acting  in  concert  in  different  counties  or 
jurisdictions,  commit  any  offence  against  this  Act  (other  than 
an  offence  against  section  eight  thereof); 

every  such  offender  may  be  dealt  with,  indicted,  tried  and  punished, 
and  the  offence  may  be  laid  and  charged  to  have  been  committed,  in 
any  one  of  the  said  counties  or  jurisdictions  in  the  same  manner  in  all 
respects  as  if  it  had  been  actually  and  wholly  committed  within  that 
county  or  jurisdiction. 

(4)  All  indictable  offences  against  this  Act  (other  than  an  offence 
against  section  eight  thereof)  committed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Admiralty  shall  be  deemed  to  be  offences  of  the  same  nature  and  liable 
to  the  same  punishments  as  if  they  had  been  committed  upon  the  land, 
and  may  be  dealt  with,  inquired  into,  tried  and  determined  in  any 
county  or  place  in  which  the  offender  is  apprehended  or  in  custody  in 
the  same  manner  in  all  respects  as  if  it  had  been  actually  committed  in 
that  county  or  place : 
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Provided  that  nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  alter  or  affect  any 
of  the  laws  relating  to  the  government  of  His  Majesty’s  land  or  naval 
forces. 

(5)  In  any  indictment  for  any  offence  mentioned  in  the  last  fore¬ 
going  subsection  or  for  being  accessory  to  any  such  offence,  the  venue 
in  the  margin  shall  be  the  same  as  if  the  offence  had  been  committed  in 
the  county  or  place  in  which  the  indictment  is  presented,  and  the  offence 
itself  shall  be  averred  to  have  been  committed  “on  the  high  seas”. 

17.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act — 

(a)  the  expression  “copper  coin”  includes  any  coin  of  any  metal 
or  mixed  metal  not  being  a  gold  or  silver  coin ; 

(b)  a  coin  shall  be  deemed  to  be  current  if  it  has  been  coined  in 
any  of  His  Majesty’s  Mints,  or  is  lawfully  current,  by  virtue  of 
any  Proclamation  or  otherwise,  in  any  part  of  His  Majesty’s 
dominions,  whether  within  the  United  Kingdom  or  otherwise, 
or  is  lawfully  current  in  any  foreign  country; 

(c)  a  coin  apparently  intended  to  resemble  or  pass  for  any  current 
coin  shall  be  deemed  to  resemble  that  current  coin; 

(d)  a  current  coin  which  has  been  gilt,  silvered,  washed,  coloured 
or  cased  over  or  in  any  manner  altered  so  as  to  resemble  any 
current  coin  of  a  higher  denomination  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
false  or  counterfeit  coin  resembling  a  current  gold  or  silver  coin ; 

(e)  a  thing  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  possession  of  any  person, 
if  he  himself  has  it  in  his  personal  custody  or  possession,  and 
also  if  he  knowingly  and  wilfully  has  it  in  the  actual  custody  or 
possession  of  some  other  person,  or  in  some  building  or  place 
(whether  belonging  to  or  occupied  by  himself  or  not),  and 
whether  he  has  it  for  his  own  use  or  benefit  or  for  that  of  any 
other  person. 

18.  — (1)  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Coinage  Offences  Act,  1936. 

(2)  The  enactments  set  out  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  are  hereby 
repealed  to  the  extent  mentioned  in  the  third  column  of  that  Schedule. 

(3)  This  Act  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  August, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-six.

INTERNATIONAL  NUMISMATIC  CONGRESS. 

NEW  YORK  —  WASHINGTON  1973. 

In  co-operation  with  the  American  Numismatic  Society  and  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
the  International  Numismatic  Commission  is  now  preparing  its  next  Congress,  which  will  be 
held  in  New  York  and  Washington  from  September  10th  to  September  17th,  1973. 

Persons  wishing  to  participate  are  kindly  requested  to  send  as  soon  as  possible  a  preliminary 
and  tentative  application  to  the  Secretariat  of  the  Congress,  c/o  The  American  Numismatic 
Society,  Broadway,  at  156th  Street,  New  York,  N.Y.  10032.  A  circular  with  full  details  on 
arrangements  will  be  sent  directly  to  all  applicants  not  later  than  November  1972. 

Suggestions  for  lectures  to  be  delivered  at  the  Congress  should  be  submitted  as  soon  as 
possible.  There  will  be  a  maximum  allowance  of  twenty  minutes  for  each  lecture  and  this  time 
limit  must  be  strictly  observed.  As  the  number  of  communications  may  have  to  be  restricted, 
the  organizing  committee  reserves  for  itself  the  right  to  make  a  selection  from  the  various 
offers. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  provide  subsidies  for  younger  scholars  and  for  those  from 
countries  with  strict  currency  regulations,  who  would  not  be  able  to  participate  without  financial 
assistance.  A  screening  committee,  consisting  of  members  of  the  Bureau  of  the  International 
Commission,  will  advise  the  organizing  committee  on  the  allocation  of  travel  grants.  Applicants 
who  will  need  assistance  to  defray  their  expenses,  in  full  or  in  part,  are  requested  to  indicate 
the  approximate  amount  required  when  they  submit  applications  for  participation. 
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British  Num,  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  Tuesday, 
June  .23rd,  Mr.  Blunt  read  a  short  paper  on  mules 
occuring  in  the  coinage  of  Athelstan.  The  speaker  first 
explained  that  he  was  concerned  with  mules  between 
the  Cross  and  Two-line  types  of  penny.  These  mules 
occured  both  ways.  He  gave  some  distinguishing  features 
of  these  two  types.  In  the  Two-line  type,  the  King’s  title 
was  Athelstan  Rex,  but  in  the  Cross  type  it  was  a  con¬ 
traction  of  Rex  Totius  Britanniae.  Most  of  the  Cross  type 
coins  were  mint  signed.  Mr.  Blunt  mentioned  five  Cross 
coins,  without  a  mint  signature,  about  which  there  had 
been  some  doubt.  The  first  of  these  was  a  true  coin ;  the 
second,  probably  Mercian,  was  unlikely  to  be  a  mule; 
the  third  was  certainly  not  a  mule;  the  fourth  was 
doubtful.  The  last  coin,  which  was  exhibited,  and  which 
was  very  fragile,  was  a  mule  between  the  Cross  and  the 
early  Two-line  types.  Mr.  Blunt  concluded  by  saying 
that  these  mules  would  continue  to  turn  up,  and  that 
much  more  work  would  need  to  be  done  on  this  series. 

Mr.  Rigold  then  read  a  paper  on  the  occurence  of  gold 
coins  in  England  in  the  6th  and  7th  centuries.  The 
speaker  was  dealing  with  England  in  general,  and  Kent 
in  particular,  and  with  those  coins  apart  from  those  in 
the  Crondale  and  Sutton  Hoo  hoards.  Maps  were  shown, 
of  the  find  spots  in  England,  and  in  more  detail,  of  those 
in  Kent,  and  also  of  the  French  sources  of  many  of  the 
gold  coins  found  in  England.  Mr.  Rigold  said  that, 
apart  from  Crondale  and  Sutton  Hoo,  there  had  been 
a  third  hoard,  mentioned  by  Roach  Smith  in  1849. 
This  hoard  had  been  found  in  the  Thames,  and  it  was 
not  known  what  had  happened  to  the  coins.  Apart  from 
these  three  hoards,  the  gold  coins  occured  in  many 
grave  finds  often  one  or  two  at  the  time,  the  coins  often 
being  mounted  as  jewelry.  Mr.  Rigold  mentioned  four 
periods,  from  circa  595  to  the  end  of  the  7th  century, 
and  discussed  the  coins  found  during  each  period. 
Before  the  first  quarter  of  the  7th  century,  nearly  all  the 
gold  coins  found  outside  Kent  and  the  London  area 
had  been  mounted  as  ornaments,  but  after  that  time, 
the  use  of  gold  coins  as  money  spread  to  other  parts 
of  England.
